Having  survived  a  serious  illness  with  myasthenia  gravis  in  her  young  adult 
years,  Jean  Louise  Welch  Kempton  engaged  in  a  life  long  study  of  vitamins 
and  nutrition  and  devoted  her  life  to  spreading  hope  to  other  victims  of  the 
disease. 

Instrumental  in  establishing  the  Welch-Kempton  Endowed  Chair  in 
Neuromuscular  Diseases  at  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine,  Mrs.  Kempton 
and  her  husband,  Dr.  Donald  E.  Kempton,  also  supported  the  Kempton 
Nutritional  Research  Fellowship  Fund  and  the  Mary  E.  Welch  Myasthenia 
Gravis  Research  Fund,  begun  by  Mrs.  Kempton's  aunt.  These  funds  have 
made  possible  the  establishment  of  a  clinic  for  myasthenia  gravis  research. 
The  Welch-Kempton  Myasthenia  Gravis  Award  is  given  annually  to  a  medical 
student  for  outstanding  research  in  the  area  of  myasthenia  gravis. 

Mrs.  Kempton  died  February  20,  1986.  Her  contributions  will  be  remembered 
with  equal  importance  by  society  and  the  medical  community. 
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Perry  Belton  Clark,  M.D. 
1939-1986 
A  native  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  Dr. 
Perry  Clark  began  his  Winston-Salem 
practice  in  1972,  after  completing  his 
residency  at  Bowman  Gray  School  of 
Medicine.  He  was  president-elect  of 
the  Forsyth  County  Medical  Society, 
president  of  Lyndhurst  Gynecological 
Associates,  and  a  clinical  instructor  in 
Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  at  Bowman 
Gray.  He  had  been  on  the  board  of 
Planned  Parenthood  for  six  years  and 
was  an  outspoken  advocate  of 
abortion  and  of  prevention  education 
as  a  way  to  reduce  the  number  of 
teenage  pregnancies. 

Dr.  Clark  died  on  November  30,  1986. 
A  man  "larger  than  life,"  a  devoted 
father  and  husband,  a  friend  to  so 
many.  Friends  and  colleagues  say  that 
Perry  Clark  was  a  master  at  wringing 
all  the  potential  and  joy  out  of  each 
day.
